City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 282—150 boys 
and 132 girls. Exclusive of those numbering 65, occurring in institutions of infants whose 
mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was 217, representing a rate of 21.7 
per 1,000. 





The number of deaths registered was 103—53 males and 50 females. Of the total, 20 
related to persons belonging to other localities, so that the actual number of deaths for the 
City was 83, representing a rate of 8.3 per 1,000. 





There was one death from scarlet fever, and 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) 
In the three preceeding weeks deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis were 0, 4 and 4.

City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 345—186 boys 
and 159 girls. Exclusive of those, numbering 54, occurring in institutions of infants whose 
mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was 291, representing a rate of 29.0 
per 1,000. 


The number of deaths registered was 96—52 males and 44 females. Of the total, 17 
related to persons belonging to other localities, so that the actual number of deaths for the 
City was 79, presenting a rate of 7.9 per 1,000. 


There was one death from whooping cough and 7 from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 
2 years). In the three preceding weeks deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis were 2, 5 and 9. 


Tuberculosis caused 6 deaths (3 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from 
tuberculous meningitis and one from tuberculous disease of spine) as against 8, 5 and 9 from 
all forms of tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks.
